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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-39 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Ginter et al 
(U.S. PG Pub No. 2005/0177716) in view of Reynolds et al (U.S. PG Patent No. 7,020,888). 

4. As per claim 1, Ginter et al teach a method for managing a file system, comprising: 
assigning a price to at least one resource of the file system; receiving an application program 
interface (API) call from a user of the file system asking to access the at least one resource; and 
providing the at least one resource to the user while charging the user in response to the API call 
for use of the resource in accordance with the assigned price (see abstract, pps 0010-0020, 
2078). Ginter et al fail to teach recording the price in metadata of the file system and reference to 
the metadata. Reynolds et al teach an invention wherein recording the price in metadata of the 
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file system and reference to the metadata {see claim 2). Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the Ginter et al's 
invention to include Reynolds et al's recording the price in metadata of the file system and 
reference to the metadata because this would provided a framework controller may utilize the 
framework definition to access media content, to process and format the media content and to 
control packaging and multiplexing of the content for broadcast. 

5. As per claims 2-39, they disclose the same invention as claim 1 and do not further limit 
the inventive concept in the disclosure. Therefore, they are rejected under the same rationale as 
claim 1.
